driving time. In Ohio, he says, 
Ift to 17 per cent of the total 
traffic on interstate routes uses 
the rest stops. 
The patent for designing and 
building a highway is almost 
standard 
Every four years the state 
surveys every rood in the state 
This is done by the Bureau of 
Planning Survey in the Division 
of Planning and Programming. 
Traffic is counted by pass­ 
enger cars, panel and pickup 
trucks, tractor - trailer trucks 
*nd single trucks. The count is 
converted to units or passenger 
car equivalents. For example: 
a big truck counts a;, two pass­ 
enger cars on level country. In 
hilly country, a truck may be 
the equivalent of four to eight 
passenger cars. 
Roads with 4.000*6.000 cars a 
day arc considered adequate if 
thev have two lanes. Above 6,- 


000 calls for a divided highway.! 
The Ohio Highway 
Depart­ 
ment has 12 divisions From the 
12 divisions, which note the traf­ 
fic survey, come recommenda­ 
tions for construction 
in the 
case of interstate routes, of 
course, the federal government 
starts things off. 
Following the recommendation 
is a preliminary report, show- 
ing the general line of the high­ 
way. There are engineering stu­ 
dies. soil reports, rights-of-way 
reports. In general, a proposal 
on the types of highway to be 
considered and where it would 
go. 
Programmers then figure 
the financing and cost 
Somewhere along this stage 
comes a public hearing. 
‘A public hearing could move 
a highway 500 feet more or less 
eigher way." says Burket.

(The accompanying table shows 
exactly how many YOU m ust1 
count.) 


YOUR RETIREMENT bene I 
fit is based on your highest 
earning years. But if you have 
n't worked the number requir­ 
ed for this purpose, some “ Zero 
earning” years must be includ­ 
ed in calcaulating your average 
earnings. 
For 
example, 
take 
a man 
born in 1906. As explained in 
a previous article, he needs 20 
“quarters of coverage” to quai­ 
l s for SOME retirement bene­ 
fit. That’s five years. But in 
figuring HOW MUCH he is to 
get. he must average out his 
earnings over 15 years. 
Thus if he works Qnlv 
five 
years under Social Security, he 
must include IO years of “ zero 
earnings" to calculate his aver-, 
age. This pushes the average j 
earnings down — and reduces 
his monthly benefit. 
Social Security headquarters 
in Baltimore keeps a lifetime 
record of vour earnings. 
You 
can ii od out how much is credit­ 
ed to your Social Security ac­ 
count, and how many "quart-! 
irs of coverage" you have earn­ 
ed. b> filling out a post card 
iorm available at any Social 
Security office. 
The .smallest retirement bene­ 
fit a worker may draw at age 
6C is now $44 a month. This is 
u yearly earnings under Social 
Security average $804 or less. 
The maximum monthly bene­ 
fit at age 65 is $135.90 - for 
a worker with average yearly 
earnings of 
$4,800. 
This 
will 
ciimb steadily until the 
year 
2000 at which time some work­ 
ers will qualify for the top re­ 
tirement benefit of $168.
